Indian Affairs. 

A fortnight ayo we published the 
able report of tlio Dominion Minister 
for the Interior on the Indian affairs 
of this Province. Wo also published 
the Report of the Select Committee of 
the Provincial Legislature on the same 
subject. It will bo recollected that 
the Government strongly opposed the 
reception of the latter Report, as they 
bad opposed the bringing down and 
obstructed the printing of the corre- 
spondence. The (Jhief Commissioner 
especially contonded that the commit- 
tee had not sought information beyond 
the papors placed before it, alleging 
that if it had the rosult would have 
been less unfavorable to the Govern- 
ment; and it was complained that, al- 
though two Ministers were of the com- 
mittee, it._b.nd sat and reported with- 
out either of them being present or 
consulted. To this complaint the 
Chairman of the committee slated that 
every reasonable effort to secure the 
presence of the ministerial niemheis 
of tho committee had been made, and 
it was entirely their own fault if they 
had not attended. Tho discussion re- 
sulted in the report being relorred 
back to the committee. As only two 
or three days of the session remained 
tho committee industriously resumed 
its labours, again using every means 
to secure tho attention of tho Minis- 
terial members, but without effect. The 
unexpected adjournment of the House 
t jy prorogation on Thursday helped to 
open the eyed of tho committee to the 
nature of tho game that was being 
played, with a vie w to stilling enquiry 
and burking the Report; but the inde- 
pendent members of the committer 
were only the more determined to do 
their duty. They held their final meet- 
ing on the morning of the day of pro 
rogation, and prepared their Report. 
The Attorney-General had dropped in 
and attempted to divert theiu from 
their purpose. The Chief Commis- 
sioner looked in lor the first time, and 
endeavoured to dissuade them from 
reporting. The draft Repoit was sub- 
mitted to him. He expostulated, bulli- 
ed, and insulted members of *the com 
mitteo, narrowly escaping proceed- 
ings for breach of privilege He gave 
the Committee distinctly to under- 
stand that he would take good care 
that they did not get an opportunity 
to Report to tho House. Ho was as 
good as his word for ouce. The time 
appointed for the House to meet for 
prorogation was 2 :3U, and tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor arrived at the ap- 
pointed time lo a second — a thing 
never known before in the history of 
the country — thus, by a trick to which 
the Queen's Representative was made 
a party, effectually preventing the 
Committee from reporting to the 
House! Tho Chairman of the Com- 
mittor whs naturally very indignant, 
and ho banded a copy of toe Report to a 
representative of tuisj juruul for publico 
tion. 0:i liu.irin;,' this the Premier waxed 
very wroth ami blustered about breach 
of privilege and soon like; ami tho result 
was that the Chairman of tho Committee, 
amicus to avoiil doing anything irregu- 
lar or contrary to Parliamentary rules and 
usages, was induced to withdraw the docu- 
ment. Although not permitted to publish 
the revised Report of the Committee, it 
will bo no breach of confidence to state 
generally that it sets forth that further 
investigation only tended to inure deeply 
impress tho Committee with a seuso of 
tho gravity of the responsibility incurred 
by the Provincial Government, tho utter 
unjufltiflableness of their conduct, and 
the possibility of the most serious and 
disastrous consequences to tho country. 
It will be quite unnecessary that wo 
should oiler any comments upon tho 
Government to stillo enquiry and con- 
ceal tho truth. These efforts aro the best 
evidence of conscious guilt. 

Esquimau -Naiiainio Railway. 

Tho last of tho series of able articles 
from the Toronto Globs on this subject 
will bo found in our columns this morn- 
ing. These articles show a fair and in- 
telligent appreciation of tho oo90, and 
contrast favorably with an article which 
wo published from tho Toronto Mail, tho 
other day, in which the rejection of the 
Bill by the Senate was made the subject 
of gratulation. In another article the 
Mitil remarks, "The Nauaiuio and Esqui- 
malt branch bill has been, happily, re- 
jected by the Senate." And yet tho rr- 
gau of the Local Government has it that 
the Senate rejected tho measure atthe in- 
stance of Mr. Mackenzie— that the game 
was put up by him. To bo consistent, tho 
organ hail better say that it was at tho 
instance of Mr. Mackenzie that Mr. Blake 
opposed it. Tho bill organizing tho 
Government of the North Went only es- 
caped a similar fato in tho Senate by a 
narrow majority of one, Tho bill creat- 
ing a Supreme Court of Appeal for the 
. Dominion only got through tho Senate 
by tho casting vote of the Speaker. Did 
tile Premier also put up the game in. re- 
■ jeot of those measures?

Court of Assize and General 
Gaol Delivery. 

(Befero Mr. Juitlco Gray.) 



Tuesday, April 27. 
Baptiate Torso, indicted for tbo murder 
of MoCoJo, aa Indian, was placed in tho 
Dock. 

In tbo Jury empanollod Mr. Edward 
Wilson was choson Foreman. 

The right of ohallcnge was largely ex- 
eroised by Counsel for tbo dofonco. 

Mr. Drake appeared for tbo prosecu- 
tion and Mr. MuElmon for tbo defence. 

Mr. McElman addressing the Court 
said that Mr. McKay, of the Hudson Bay 
Go., was Wil ing to appear as interpreter 
in the case, and on request of tbo learned 
Judge would be in attendance. 

Mr. Justice Gruy — I have no power to 
order bia attendance; but should bo de- 
lighted to have the benefit of so compe- 
tent an iuterprutor. 

Mr. Drake briefly stated tho case ior 
tho prosecution, showing tbo prisoner 
had caused tbo death of McColo by boat- 
ing him with a scantling in a drunken 
row and thon throwing him into tbo riv- 
. «r, 

Charles D. Mitchell sworn— I reside at 
Salt Spring; know tha prisoner; in con- 
sequence of information given I visited 
an Indian ranch; there saw the dead body 
of McColo lying at tho river's edge; I 
boxed it up, and placed it in safety; the 
jaw bono of the deceased was shattered, 
and there was many other bruises; on 
lifting him I discovered his neok was 
broken; I took tbo body to Mr. Muir's 
house, having placed it in a canoe; an 
inqucHt was held, after which the body 
Was buried. 

Mr. McElman oross-eramined tho wit- 
ness as to tho nature of tho bruises in- 
flicted upon tho deceased, and stato of tho 
body when found. 

Charley, an Indian, was placed in .the 
witness-box, Mr. McKay acting as inter- 
preter. Witness believed in Qod. and in 
a future st»te of raward and punishment 
and waa therefore stvurn. Know the pri 
aoner; saw him on Christmas day, bo was 
then in bia canoo in which was flour and 
whiskey; Baptists invited him to bis 
house to dance; deceased was also invit- 
ed ; food was placed on the tablo and somb 
whiskey put into a pot, ami bomo of it 
offered to deceased; tho whisky was drunk 
freely ; there was fiddling, dancing and 
drunkenness. 

Helen (daughter of the last Indian 
witness, a girl about 15 years of ago, 
neatly dressed and very intelligent) was 
sworn, her father having taught her to 
believe in God and future rewards and 
punishments. Kueir the prisoner, re 
mombered Christmas Day; was at prison 
er's house on that day, saw tho prisoner 
throw his wife into the water, after which 
he killed McColo; MuUolo buforo this 
Was sleeping on the ground, when pri- 
soner shook him by the shoulder and 
told him to get his wife out of the water; 
.deceased did not want to go; Baptiate 
Iben took a pieco of plank and struck de- 
ceased twice on the templo and back of 
the head, when McColo said "Don't hit 
sue again, you aro killing me." Deceased 
fell after being struck; prisoner dragged 
deceased down to the water after lio fell; 
saw him throw him into the water; Bap 
tiste's wife recovering her consciousness 
got out of the water and went to her 
house; after prisoner had thrown deceased 
into tho water ho went homo and sat (Iowd 
by the fire; prisoner was angry because 
he had broken bin violin, which caused 
him to throw his wife into the water; 
could not say uhother^Baptiate waa drunk 
At the time. 

Mr. McElman cross-examined tho wit- 
ness. 

In answer to an enquiry by the learned 
Judge witness said prisoner had broken 
his violin by boating bis wifo with it, 
which ho did booauso his wifo wanted 
more whiskey, which made Baptiate an- 

' The Court hora adjourned for half an 
hoar. 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 

Micliaol Muir sworn — Know tho priso- 
ner at the Bar and had known him for a 
long time; saw McColo alive on Christ- 
mas day last at noon; on tho Wednesday 
following I saw his dead body; a jury was 
summoned and an inquest hold; saw a 
bruise on the right side of the head of 
ihe deceased, and his jaw was appar- 
ently broken. 

Gross examined by Mr. McElman— Was 
of opinion tho jaw of tho deceased was 
broken. 

Julian Jollibos sworn — Livod atSooko; 
know tho prisoner; saw him tho Sunday 
after Christmas in his house, when I 
called upon him found him drunk; wo 
both drank togothor and got very drunk; 
aftor this went to Peat's and got 4 bottles 
of rum. Wo stayed several days in tho 
woods; tho prisoner said tho police woro 
aftor him and "wo bad better get out of 
here." An Indian has beon found dead. 
Tho prisoner was anxious to get aoroas 
tho Sound and made two attempts, but 
tho weather was too bad; I wuh prosoit 
when the prisoner was arrested. 

Mr. McE.man cross examined tho wit 

ness. 

To the Court— The prisoner told me 
tho last time ho saw McColo ho was lviiitf 
asleep outside of his house, and that ho 
must barn crawled down to the rivor aud 
rolled over; tho bank of tho river was a 
atcop ono. 

By a Juror— Wo were pretty well 
drunk when wo got tho 4 bottles uf rum 
at Peat's. 

Jim, an Indian bot , ha l a knowlolge 
of a Superior B-itig but not .if future re- 
wards and punishments, and was sworn, 
but told by th» interpreter to apeak the 
truth. Kii'iw McColo; naty him the Sun 
day after Christmas; lie wis then dead; 
ho was under water near Hip i<:u .* Ii nine: 
witness was then in n crowd; in concert 
with another Indian I buy i;"t the body 
out of th" water; there h id itcon Indians 
.looking for i In- tuissin MoC In. 

To the Court -They honr>'hed on the 
Saturday, because they knew he hud been 
drunk and was miesing. 

Jack (an Indian) believed in Qod and 
future rewards und punishments, ainj 
was sworn. Knew McColo; saw him on 
(Jkiistuuuj uioruiu^ at his owu Uoiu.i; ho 



was then alive; on tho sama day also saw 
him at Baptisto's house; next timo saw 
him in tho water, in front of Baptisto's 
house; hookod him out of tbo water, put 
him into his canoe and took him to his 
own house. 

This ended tho Indian ovidonco for tho 
prosecution. 

Fredorick Turner sworn— Was at Sooko 
and went to tho prisoner's house on the 
Thursday after Christmas day; took mea 
suromont of distances; from the houso 
to the bank it was 31 feet, from whore tho 
log flro was 18 foet.from bank to water 18 
feet. 

This closed tho oaso for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

Tho learned Counsel then addressed 
tho Jury for the defence, and remarked 
that tho whole ovidenco rested upon tho 
testimony of tho witness Holon, whoso 
evidence was contradictory, und that she 
could not therefore bo bolievod. 

Ihe witnesses for the defonoo wore 
here called. 

Kate (an Indian woman) sworn — Khew 
McColo; did not think that Indians wero 
in search of McColo bacause my daugh- 
ter had told mo lie was dead. 

Alexander McMillan sworn — Was ono 
of tho jurors at tho inquest held ou the 
body of McColo; took no jurors to exam- 
ino body to ascertain the causo of death. 

Cartwright, auother witness for tho do 
fence, then gave evidence, and also John 
H. Charters. 

Dr. McN. Jones sworn — Am physician 
and surgeon , had heard the ovidonco of 
tho girl Helen, and did not think tho 
blows given by tho prisoner in striking 
MoColo with tho pieco of acautling would 
have caused death; had itdono bo death 
would have beon instantaneous, whereat 
McColo spoko after the blow was infliot- 
ed; did not think a blow of that descrip- 
tion would have broken the jaw without 
breaking the skin ; did not think tho in 
juries sworn to of a shattered jaw and the 
neck broken, as testified by the witness 
Mitchell, wonld have proceeded from tho 
blows given by prisoner. 

This closed the evidence of witnesses 
for the defouco. 

The Court then adjourned till 10 a. m. 
this morning. 

The Jury not being allowed to separate 
were in charge of the Sheriff taken to tho 
Driard House, with instructions from the 
barned Judge that their comforts should 
bo attended to and supper, bed and 
breakfast provided for them. 

A Stbike fob Liberty. — Yesterday 
afternoon about Sy, o'clock Clark, sen- 
tenced to 4 mouths in the ohaingang for 
mutiny on board the ship Harvest Home, 
and Buck, undergoing a sentence of 7 
years for stabbing a man at Burrard Iu 
let, while at work at Government House, 
watched an opportunity whori the Su- 
perintendent's back was turned and broke 
for the piece of timber that skirts the 
Pembt rton field. Chaso was at oneo 
given. Shots were tired orer tho fugi 
lives' head, but they continued on their 
way. Amongst those who followed iu 
hot pursuit was the Governor's garde ner, 
who overtook Clark in tho bush and 
seized him. The gardener was armed 
with a piBtol, which Clark seized and at- 
tempted to wrest from his grasp. Mr. 
Giffon. one of tho guards, at this mo 
tnent camo up and pointed his pistol at 
Clark, who, nothing daunted, invited 
him in the most cordial manner to shoot. 
Others arriving, Clark was overpowered 
and taken back to gaol with the remain- 
der of the gang, who had not attempted 
to fly. In the meanwhile Buck continu- 
ed his flight and co at rived to secret 
himself in the bush, whence ho had not 
been dislodged at 10 o'clock last night. 
Tho bush is surrounded, however, anil 
it is probable that the man, win is heavi 
ly ironed, will be caught to-day. The 
most exaggerated statements were re- 
peated in town as to the character of the 
outbreak, all of which were untruo. 

Another Sbcession to Rome. — A little 
flutter lias been caused in English church 
circles by the news of another secession 
to Rome— that of the Rev. Gordan 
Thompson, curate of Christ Church, Al- 
bany street. In a letter to tho Bishop of 
London, announcing his aocession, ho 
says that his residence abroad for two 
years enabled him to view the English 
Church at a distance, and in comparison 
with tho Catholic Church, and that he 
became gradually convinced that the 
spirit of comprehension which animated 
tho reformers resulted in a compromise 
of the great truths of Christianity. Tho 
way, moreover, he adds, in which the 
Anglican Church has accepted the rocont 
judgments and legislative acts convinces 
him tho more strongly that her watch- 
words aro "Establishment and Expedien- 
cy-" , 

A Nicb Island Representative. — In 
tho debate oa tho Esquimalt Nanaimo 
Railway Mr. DeCosmos opposed the 
grant of land for tho purpose. Texada 
Island lies within tho 20-mile limit and 
must, therefore, fall into tho hands of 
the company that may contract to build 
the road to Nanaimo. Our model repre- 
sentative would rather not soo tho road 
built if it should interfere with his "vestod 
rights." 

The U S. New Silver Coin. — Tho new 
silver twenty-cent pieces havo on one 
side a sitting tiguro of Liberty, with the 
word "Liberty" iusoribed on a shield, the 
whole surrounded by thirteen starH. Be- 
neath tho flguto is tho date, 1875 On 
the reverse is a llguro of an eagle, with 
the words "twenty cents." Tho edge of 
the coin will be perfectly smooth to ilis 
tinguish it from tho twenty livo-cont

On the War Path. -Monaco is in dan- 
ger. In that miniature State a German 
was put in prison for two mouths, Ho i.s 
now out of prison and in a rage. He 
has sold his property in Germany to buy 
two gunboats, and lirn sworn a number 
of dreadful oaths that bo will with tlieso 
gunboats mercilessly bom bard the whole 
State — tho Prince's palace particularly. 

Abandoned, — After spending nearly 
820,000 in an endeavor to ouim a cntiie 
truil from Lillooet to Huwe Sound, ibe 
L ie d Government havo abandoned tho 
project or postponed further work in 
definitely.

LAST WIGHT'S DISPATCHES- 

Eastern States- 

New York, April '20. — Great prepara- 
tions are making at tbo Cathedral for the 
ceremonies of imposing the Beretta to- 
morrow. Workmen aro busy erecting a 
platform on a level of tho floor of tho 
sanouary, which will extend from tha 
chapel several feet ovor into tbo body of 
the church, and will provide accommo- 
dation for the Archbishops and Bishops 
who aro to take part in tho services. A 
throno has been erected on tha right of 
the sanctuary, which will be occupied by 
Archbishop Bagley. On tha left'of tho 
sanctuary is the Cardinal's throno, a great 
structure, 15 foet in height, which has 
been nowly gilded, nnd is covered with 
soarlot velvet. The altar itself lias been 
dooorated with a rich background of 
hangings in scarlet and gold buttons, and 
will bear a huge vase of flowers. 

Central America- 

Panama, April 20. — Bolivian advices 
stato that on tho ISth of March last, Pre- 
sident Frias loft La I'aza for Quero, tak- 
ing with him ono half of a battalion, tho 
othor half remaining in Viae hi a. The 
rebels of La Paza in Viachia, when thoy 
thought tho President was far enough 
away, broko out into a revolution. A 
council of miuistor.s aud a small forco of 
young men shut themselves in tho gov't 
palace, and determined to resist any arm- 
ed attack by tbo people. A terriblo and 
unyielding struggle took place. Tbo 
people ou their part tried to fire tho pa 
luce. Women even took part like fiends 
and threw buruingsbeets, dipped in kero 
soue, ou the roofs, While this was going 
on a messenger put oil' for Viachia and 
informed tho Commander of the half bat- 
tallion that w.ig thoro of what was taking 
place at La Paza. Granies alono put bis 
foroo in motion, and pressed his men 
over six leagues at a quick march, and 
arrived at Ln Paza just as tbo brave men 
who defended the gov't house were 
about to surrender. He iin mediately 
charged the rebels nnd routed them, kill- 
ing 58 and wounding a great many. 

Washington, Apiil 20 -The Postmns- 
tor General this morning received the 
following dispatch whicn bo ordered to 
be forwarded to tho Secretary of State: 
Corpus Christi, Texas, Api il 21. 
Postmaster General, Washington: — The 
postoffleo whs robbed and plundered at 
Carisoon, on tbo 19th inst., by Mexicans.

We nre not at nil surprised to learn 
that tho Tory organs arc jubilant over 
the vote of Monday evening on the di- 
vision upon the motion to read a sec- 
ond and tbivd time the Bill endorsing 
the arrangement ruado between the 
Government of Canada and that of 
British Columbia for tho construction 
of a railway from Esquimalt, the Quest 
harbor on the Pacific coast, to Nanai- 
mo, the great coal region of Vancou- 
ver's Island. But if the Opposition 
fancy they hnve gained in tho least by 
oithor of tho divisions taking on Mon- 
day they will tiud themselves woefully 
deceived. These divisions only proved 
the hold tho Administration lias upon 
tho confidence of the couutay, not be- 
causo their followers vote asked to 
make any sacrifice in order to support 
them, but because tho temporary de- 
fection of certain members met with so 
small a response from tho patty gen- 
erally. It is quite certain that the 
country will fully sustain the action of 
tho majority. 

It must be remembered that the 
House was not dealing with the ijuos 
tion of terms to British Columbia "do 
novo." A solemn contract between 
the Government of the Dominion and 
the Provincial Government of British 
Columbia ha.l boon made and broken 
by tho former failing to commence the 
Pacific Hallway at the time they had 
agreed to. That contrast Parliament 
itself had ratified , and it had been 
finally concluded under tho Imperi 
sanction. It was not wonderful t . 
in British Columbia public opiu 
should have boon cicited, and n 
even an exaggerated sense of 
grievanoo was felt and expresia. 
This was especially intense in Vancou- 
ver's Island, where the Beit of G-ov. 
eminent is situated, aud where, at 
Esquimalt, tho late Government of 
Canada had d oided should be the tor- 
minus of tbo Pacific Railroad. Then, 
too, came in tho natural if not always 
very louicul Be ntiment , of sympathy 
vrith tho smaller and in that sense 
weaker party to tho violated treaty, 
and above all the danger lest at a most 
critical moment, in tho history of Can- 
adian financing any suspicion or doubt 
should bo bioathud of Cumuli's good 
faith.

Pacific Railway Contracts. 



[From tho Olobe.J 

Mr. Mackenzie submitted three im- 
portant contracts for the approval of 
tho House of Commons on Saturday. 
Tho first known, as No. 13, was for 
tho 45 miles of road between Thunder 
Bay aud Lake Sliebaudowan . Tine 
has been awarded to Messrs, Sifton & 
Ward for $406,195— $9,026 per mile. 
The work to bo performed includes 
tho clearing, preparation of the truck, 
grading, and bridging, but not, of 
course, tho steol rails. Tho noxt con- 
tract was for soctiou No, 14, from 
Cross Lake, 37 miles west of Rut Por- 
tage, to lied River, a distance of 77 
inilos. This is aluo takon by Sifton & 
Ward at $402,950, or $4,233 per mi! . 
Tho country traversed being niostlj 
prairie aud very level, the work will be 
correspondingly easy, which will ac- 
count for tho price per mile being com- 
paratively low. It hud been Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's intention to ask tho House to 
ratify tho remaining section, covering 
tbo lino from llat Portage to Cross 
Lake, 37 miles in length; but tho ten- 
ders woro all found to be so high that 
hu determined to accept none of them, 
but to order a review of the survey, so 
as, if possible, to «avo some poitiou of 
tho heavy outlay that waa threatened 
if any of tho tenders sent in wero ad- 
opted. The cause of the difficulty is 
the rocky nature nf the ground, re- 
quiring excavation of the most costly 
nature, and thus differing trom either 
oi the sections previously mentioned. 
In order not to lose t mo, Mr, Mac- 
kenzie asked the House to grant l^m 
powers to accept the lowest tenders he 
lould ob aiu i'o • this Bee tion if able lo 
grievance was not to bo ipuestiohod; i put it under contract duu-mu the pt> 



that it more or less concerned the hon- 
our of Canada to rectify it, so far an 
was practicable and reasonable, -was 
equally clear. Nor did tho fact that 
the Premier of that Province was dis- 
posed to be exacting, and less than 
courtoous in conducting the negotia- 
tions, in the least impair tlia claims to 
ju6tico of tho Provinco itself. Noth- 
ing was more natural, consequently, 
t urn that when Earl Carnarvon offer- 
ed himsolf as a mediator, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie should havo accepted his good 
otlices in the interest of peace and har- 
mony Ijntween tho Dominion aud its 
now acquisition; and what has been 
the result ? Why that instead of, as 
originally agreed, our being requirod 
to construct a railway from Nipissing 
to tho Pacific Ocean ia ten years from 
tho date of union — in other words, by 
1881— wo arg only bound to finish a 
road from the Pacific to Lake Superior 
between live and six hundred miles 
shorter than the line of tho original 
compact, by 1890; and as a set off for 
this relaxation of terms on tho part of 
British Columbia, wo agree to con- 
struct the sixty odd uiiies on the is- 
land from Nanaimo to Esquimalt, not 
as a part of tbo Canada Pacific, Avhich 
will havo its terminus on tho main- 
land, but of courso capable of being 
operated in connection with that un- 
dertaking. If tho mainland terminus 
woro at Bute Inlet.stoamers must pass 
Nanaimo on their way to Victoria, und 
would, therefore, connect the two 
railroads by a water passage. The 
same result would follow if the main- 
land terminus wero to be at New 
Westminster, Lho distance from the 
mouth of the Froser River to Nanai- 
mo being only somo forty miles. The 
Island Railway will therefore partake 
of the character of a national as well as 
a local work. The expenditure of two 
millions annually iu the Province dur- 
ing tho progress of the railway is 
another item in the new terms, and we 
are disposed to believe that this will 
not in practice be found to have im- 
posed any greater burden than can be 
met by our present rate'of taxation. 

Such were the proposals finally as- 
sented to by the parties to the nego- 
tiations. Could any ono, having re- 
gard to all tho surrounding circum- 
stances, suggest a better mode of set- 
tlement? It is easy to criticize or 
even to pull down, but not so easy to 
construct; and the defeat of tho Bill 
under discussion would simply have 
destroyed the compact, thrown British 
Columbia into a ferment, and produc- 
ed at home and abroad the worst pos- 
sible impression as to the security of 
bargains made with Canadian "Gov- 
ernments, and of the uational spirit of a 
Canadian House of Commons.

In 
three or four months at furthest the work 
will have been begun iD accordance with 
thai agreement. To submit the contract 
to Parliament would consequently be out 
of the question. No ono requires to be 
told that tho submission of contracts kr 
great public works has been frequently 
insisted upon by the leaders of tha ltt- 
form party; but they never yet demanded 
the execution o[ an impossibility ; and if 
faith is to be kept with Biitisb Columbia 
the ratification of tho contract by Parlia- 
ment would be an impossibility. It will 
be two years when the Inland Railway is 
commenced since the date for making a 
beginning with the Canadian Pacific ex 
pired; it is four years since the Parlia- 
ment of Canada sanctioned the terms of 
union of which the Canadian Paoific wi 8 
a part, and if wecou.d not trust tha 
Uovornrueut in Buch an emergency to 
put the line under contract — Parliament, 
of course, reserving itB right to approve 
or consuie when it, le-asseniblos— thou 
responsible government would be nearly 
impracticable. The majority of the 
House of Commons took the correct view 
of the situation, sndbo will lho electors, 
if thoy are ever asked to reoord thoir de- 
cision upon the matter.
